ARMANKO, 


THE "GREEN RAY." 


To Be Seen Frequently at the Delta 


of the Mile. 


The "greenray," an optical phenom- 


enon which has been made the founda- 
tion of a story by Jnles Verne, ia a 
flash of greenish light seen as the limb 
of the snn rises or sets under certain 
conditions of the atmosphere. The sea 
horizon is good for observing it, bnt 
the effect ia occasionally seen in the Alps 
or other mountains, and, according to 
Plot Bey in a paper to the Academic des 
Sciences, Paris, it is often to be observ- 
ed in Egypt from the point of the del- 
ta to Alexandria or Suez, either at rise 
or set of snn. 


The ray is distinctly visible, and al- 


ways of an emerald green, which is 
brighter as a rule at sunrise than son- 
set. At sunset, when the eye can follow 
the effect better, the ray sometimes ap- 
pears longer and ultimately takes a bine 
tinge. This bine ray has also been ob- 
served preceding the "green ray" at sun- 
rise, for example, by Mr. William Gafi, 
near the ruins of Memphis, not far from 
the stepped pyramid of Saggarah. He 
even thinks the ancient Egyptians were 
familiar with it, because in monuments 
of the fifth dynasty and others the sign 
of "Eha," representing the rising snn, 
has the outer streak of a bine color and 
the two inner streaks are green. Their 
writings also speak of the greenness of 
the sun on rising, and they liken it to 
an emerald. 


It is evident from all this that tba 


"green ray" is an objective, not a eub- 
jective, phenomenon, and that the hori- 
zon of the sea has nothing to do with it 
Nevertheless, the state of the atmos- 
phere evidently has to do with it, and 
that of Egypt, ordinarily pure, seems to 
have much, for the ray is seldom seen 
elsewhere on land.

But moat of Nevada's Exposition Ex- 


hibit Remain* at the University. 


A few days ago authorities packed 


np the 
forty-one boxes of speci- 


mens composing tbe State cabinet, 
which formed a part of the beautiful 
mineralogical and geological exhibit 
which won so much honor for Nevada 
at the Omaha International Exposition, 
The cabinet was then returned to Car- 
son intact, complete and uninjured, 
every specimen bein* accounted (or. 
The greater part of the exhibit ia still 
In the large maaium at the State Uni- 
versity where all may see it free of 
harge. 
Nevada's mineral exhibit at the great 
air was second only to that of Colo- 
rado, which State bad, by legislative 
ot, a sum of $8,000 appropriated to 
make its display a sncceis, while all 
be expense of gathering, supervising 
nd arranging tbe Nevada exhibit 
mounted to only $4,000. It is univer- 
ally conceded by those who visited 
ie Nevada display that our State had 
y far the greatest variety of mineral- 
jioal specimens on exhibition. Over 
tree million people saw tbe exhibit, 
hioh bad been attractively arranged 


conspicuous place. Tbe register, 


n which those who wished to make a 
lorongb examination of the whole 
olltction wrote their namis, contains 
ver 7,000 signatures. It ia evident 
rom these figures that Nevada's won- 
erful and yet comparatively nnde- 
eloped mineral resources have re- 
eived an advertising, the value of 
hioh it would be difficult to over eeti- 


mtte. 


Thirty prizes, consisting of diplomas, 
[go gold, silver and bronze medals 
/ere taken by the exhibit. Of these 
10 prizes, 29 were awarded to that part 
which etill remains at the State Unt- 
ersity museum. The agricultural ex- 
ibit furnished by tbe State University 
•as honored with three medals; gold, 
ilver and bronze. The State cabinet 
rew one prize, all others were given 
o collections contributed by patriotic 
Jevadane. 
As a greater part of this creditable 
isplay is now in the Univbtaity mas- 
um at Morril Hall, owners of tbe pri, 
ate collections having kindly loaned 
hem to the University for^an indefln- 
te period of time, tbe removal of the 
tate cabinet proper deducts but little 
rom the display. Several tons of 
duplicate specimens have been pre- 
ented by the management to the Uni- 
•ersity for use in the mineralogical 
and assaying departments.

A SPLENDID PROSPECT 


In Jumbo JDIgtrlct and Within 
tbe 


Washoe County line. 


The Virginia Chronicle reports a fine 


prospect in Jumbo district in a mine 
owned by Al O'Brien of Gold Hill and 
his partners, Sohnseller and Kent, and 
whieh is not unlikely to prove a rival 
to the Con. Virginia. Mr. T. P. Brad- 
sbaw of Reno has received a letter 
from Mr. O'Brien which confirms the 
report published in the Virginia paper. 
The mine is in Washoe county. 


The Chronicle says: 
The mine is about the lowest in the 


Jumbo district and tbe holders, as 
soon as they strike water, will install a 
pump that will drain the whole dis- 
trict. A shaft has been sunk to a 
depth of 40 feet and drifts and cross- 
cuts run from the bottom. The ledga 
at this point shows a width of 80 feet. 
It carries a fair preeentage of gold and 
silver and 6 per cent copper. 


Back of this body lies a clay streak 


and behind this lies a 2-foot streak of 
free milling ore. Samples of the ore 
have been sent to Denver, Salt Lake 
and San Francisco and the returns 
have proven highly satisfactory. 


When the electric smelter in Reno is 


in operation the ore from their mine 
can be cheaply reduced. Tbe gold and 
silver in the ore will pay the cost of 
extraction and reduction and will 
leave tbe copper, which rnus about $100 
per ton, clear profit.

Gubernatorial Contest. 


The Supreme Court this morning de- 


cided the demurrer ot McMillan's at- 
torneys to respondent's (Sadler's) ana* 
wer. The decision specifically states 
the points passed upon but reserves a 
decision of tbe propositions involved 
until the final hearing in-the case.

Old forests are apt to get into the 


most impossible places and to turn into 
he most preposterous shapea All our 
coalfields are ancient forests far under- 
ground, then crushed and cooked into 


hard mineral substance. The are for- 


ests of plants which once grew as 
mighty trees, for outside of fairyland 
who would ever imagine n majestic 
woodland of club moss and reeda and 
the little sand weed called the horsotail I 


In Greenland, right under the ice- 


fields, n buried forest has been found in 
which the plants were all palms and 
tropical creepers, proving that once the 
arctic regions were as hot as the Indies. 


In tho Wash, between tho counties 


uf Lincoln and Norfolk, there is an old 
forest under the sea, with stumps of 
fallen oaks and elms still visible in 
places when the tide is low. This was 
all dry laud in the days of the ancient 
Britons. 


Out in the desert of Arizona there is 


a dead forest on the surface of burning 
rock and drifting sand, where no plant 
aave the cactus can now find any wa- 
ter. When tho place was first discover- 
ed, a negro cook thought it would be an 
excellent place for camping, so ho took 
an ax and delivered a mighty blovt 
upon tho fallen trunk of a big red pine. 


His ax was ruined, tho haft smashed 


and his fingers so badly hurt that he 
sat down and howled, for that tree 
was changed to massive rock, which 
looked as fresh as though foiled but, 
yesterday. Tho whole prostrate forest 
of big timber had been changed into 
valuable and beautiful onyx, j.iaper 
and agate.—Chicago Tribune. 


THE TRUE MANIA. 


Intei«ntlng Pact* About a. Lichen of 


the Saharnn Desert. 


According to M. Chastrey, the true 


manna of the Scripture is the thallo- 
phyte, known to botanists as Canona 
escnlenta 
and 
Lichen 
esculentua 


Thu nomads of the Sahara and south 
Algeria call it Ousseh-el-Ard. It ia alflo 
found in Persia, Arabia and Mesopo- 
tamia. It is grayish, about the size of 
a small pea, and farinaceous inside 
Some say the spores are brought by 
wind and develop with dew. Others 
think it leaves a germ or seed behind it 
when it perishes. It should be collected 
in the morning of its appearance, be- 
cause it dries in the aun and is lost in 
the sand. It can be preserved in a closed 
, vessel. The lichen does not cling to any 
) foreign body, but lies on the sand in a 


layer sometimes nearly au inch thick 
and can be collected easily. It is rather 
sweet in taete. 


The Arabs, whose lives it of ten saves, 


boil it in water, and thus get a gelati- 
nous paste, which they serve in various 
ways. To preserve the manna they dry 
it in the shade or they wrap the paste 
in skins. Analysis shows that the lichen 
contains 16 parts of water, 14 of nitrog- 
enous matter, 20 of non-nitrogenous 
matter, 5 of mineral matter, 32 of sug- 
arert and amylaceous matter and 4 of 
fats. The Arabs of Chaambra and the 
Algerian douars never fail to gather it

;ic cotton. Splints are then prepared 
for the fractured limb, preferably of 
split elder wood, the pith of which ia 
taken out. These splints are fastened 
to the cotton with a drop of glue, and 
held tightly in place by being wound 
with linen thread. The bandage and 
dressing are left undisturbed for from 
three to four weeks, then the leg is 
soaked in tepid water until the bandage 
comes off easily. The fracture will ha1"*- 
completely healed in that time. 


Canaries and other pet birds can be 


similarly treated in case of a fracture 
of a leg, only the elder splints are sub- 
stituted by pieces of cardboard and the 
bandage is left bnt two weeks on the 
little winged patienta 


Kufflr STflmmlne Feats. 


The Kaffirs are great swimmers. They 


can do things in the water which other 
folk would look upon with astonish- 
ment. For, example, a Kaffir boy can 
ford a stream shoulder high, running 
as swiftly as if shot from a torrent. 
The way they accomplish the feat is 
thus: Just before entering the water 
they get a huge stone, sometimes as 
heavy as themselves, and with the help 
of a companion place it npon the head. 
A weight like this gives the boy bal- i 
ance, and he. can keep his footing ' 
against the heaviest stream. If he were 
to drop the stone, he would be so light 
that the water would sweep him off his 
feet 
And this is just one of the Kaffir 


tricks to accomplish things against tide 
ind flood.
